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BYE -LAWS FOR REGULATING THE PROHIBITION OF ENCLOSURES . 
FENCES , TENTS , AWNINGS OR OTHER TEMPORARY STRUCTURES OF 
WHATSOEVER MATERIAL OR NATURE , ON ANY LAND SITUATED WITHIN 
THE LIMITS OF THE CANTONMENT OF SHILLONG . 

1. No enclosure , fence , tent, awning or other temporary structure of what 
soever material or nature shall be erected on any land situated within the limits 
of the Shillong Cantonment except with the prior sanction of the Cantonment 
Board . 

2 . The erection of any such enclosure, fence , tent awning or other temporary 
structure shall be sanctioned by the Cantonment Board subject to such conditions 
as it may deem At to impose in each case, 

3 . Any sanction accorded by the Cantonment Board under thesc bye - laws shall 
remain valid for such period not exceeding twelve months as may be specified 
by the Cantonment Board in the sanctioning order , and shall not be renewable : 

Provided that the previous concurrence of the Military Estates Officer shall be 
obtained by the Cantonment Board before according sanction for the erection of 
any such enclosure, fence , tent, awning or other temporary structure in any place 
within the area not under the management of the Cantonment Board . 

4 . Any contravention of any of the provisions of these bye - laws shall be 
punishablc with finc which may extend to one hundred rupees and , in the case 
of a continuing contravention , with an additionul fine which may extend to twenty 
rupees for every day during which such contravention continues after conviction 
for the first such contravention ,
